WOUNDED KN EE, S.D. (AP) 
Angered by what they consider the 
inability of the government to oast 
Indian militants 
holding Wounded 
Knee, displaced residents of the 
village say they will take matters into 
their own hands in two weeks. 
Francis Randall, chairman of the 
Wounded Knee Community, said on 
Friday that the government mast end 
the occupation begun Feb. 27 by 
members of the American Indian 
Movement 
(A IM ) 
or 
displaced 
residents will take up rifles and drive 
the occupiers from the hamlet. 
“ The people down there (the in­ 
surgents) 
have 
no 
business 
in 
Wounded Knee,” Randall said. “ We 
set a deadline, and if there has been no 
settlement by May 4, we are going to 
go in with rifles and kick them out.’’ 
Talks between government and 
Indian negotiators aimed at im­ 
plementing an April 5 agreement to 
disarm the militants holding Wounded 
Knee broke down IO days ago. 


Richard Hellstern, deputy assistant 
U.S. attorney general, said the in­ 
surgents used a radio supplied by the 
Justice Department to contact him 
late Friday, asking for a meeting. 
"I said we were willing to meet if a 
precise agenda aimed at a settlement 
were to lie discussed. There was no 
response to that,” Hellstern said.

Severe Weather Rakes 
Mississippi Valley 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Tornadoes, thunderstorms and hail 
raked the Mississippi Valley today in 
the wake of a series of tornadoes that 
killed two and injured 40 in Arkansas, 
Missouri and Oklahoma on Friday. 


Elsewhere, 
the 
rain-swollen 
Mississippi River forced some 400 
residents of Assumption Parish in 
IxHiisiana to evacuate their homes. 
Officials estimated about a third of the 
population of Morgan City, I .a., had 
moved to lugher ground. 


And a spring blizzard plastered the 
Rockies and western Plains. 
A woman was killed in Atlanta, Mo., 
when a tornado smashed her home. 
Extensive damage was reported to 


houses, mobile homes and farm 
buildings as tornadoes churned across 
central Missouri. 


Three tornadoes were spotted in 
southwest Missouri early today, but 
there were no reports of damage. 
In Arkansas, a woman was killed as 
a twister cut a quarter-mile path 
southeast of Harrison on Friday. There 
were reports of heavy property dam­ 
age, including extensive damage to 
five buildings of Arkansas College at 
Batesville. 


Five persons were hospitalized at 
Ada, Okla., as tornadoes pounded that 
community Friday. A 7-month-old girl 
received critical head injuries, and a 
teen-age boy was injured in Pauls 


Valley as a funnel damaged a state 
school. 
Officials in Ada and Pontotoc County 
declared a state of emergency and 
called in state troopers after tornadoes 
cut a swath up to two miles wide and 
five miles long through the area. 
A levee on the I oosa hate hie River in 
Tennessee broke Friday under the 
pressure of high winds and torrential 
rains, allowing a foot of water to pour 
into the Memphis Naval Air Base. 
A public affairs officer said between

work there were ordered to evacuate.

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Success O f Home Garden 
Depends On the Gardener 
Helminthosporium Leaf Spot 
Is Plant Disease Of Month'

Whether the home vegetable garden 
is a success or a liability depends upon 
a number of factors. Foremost among 
these are your attitude towards gar­ 
dening, soil resource, weather con­ 
ditions, and managerial effort and 
ability. 
Extension Horticulturist Jam es 
Utzinger says, “ Successful gardeners 
tend to be those who enjoy their gar­ 
dening pursuits and are willing to put 
forth the extra effort needed to give the 
plants extra good care. 
“ Since 
vigorous, 
productive 
vegetable plants grow in good soil, 
efforts must be made to improve poor 
soils before attempting to garden. 
Poor soils are improved by additions of 
organic matter and other soil con­ 
ditioners and applying lime and fer­ 
tilizers according to soil test results. 
On many occasions the home gar­ 
dener can do very little to modify 
prevailing weather conditions, and 
often the gardening success hinges 
heavily upon favorable weather. 
Failure can 
result from 
adverse 
weather during the growing season.” 
Managerial ability involves selec­ 
ting and planting crops capable of 
making efficient use of space—giving 
good yields of quality products. 
Selecting crops which are capable of 
providing considerable amounts of 
food per unit of available space, the 


root crops such as beets, carrots, 
radishes, and sweet potatoes are ex­ 
cellent, Utzinger says. Other highly 
productive crops include cabbage, 
potatoes, tomatoes and beans. Crops 
such as melons, vining squash, 
cucumbers, and sweet corn require a 
relatively large amount of space and 
produce less food per unit area. 
Production tips that can help in­ 
crease vegetable yields include the 
following: Keep the soil structure and 
fertility maintained. Vegetables grow 
best in a loose, well aerated and well 
drained soil, well supplied with 
organic matter. The pH or soil reaction 
should be in the range of 5.8 - 6.8. Make 
plans to keep the garden space in 
continuous use. This can be done by 
companion and succession cropping. 
Don’t let soil moisture become a 
limiting factor during the hot dry 
summer months. Most vegetable 
plants require the equivalent of an inch 
of water per week. Maintain desirable 
soil moisture levels by supplemental 
watering (that is, irrigation or a deep 
soaking sprinkling). Use mulches or 
preferably a combination of irrigation 
and mulches. 
Control garden pests. This includes 
insects, diseases, weeds and, in some 
cases, wildlife. Such controls must be 
done all season long, but is imperative 
to achieving good yields of quality 
products, says Utzinger. 
Companion planting consists of 
growing two crops in the same area at

Join the quilt squares-you may leave 
some plain-and attach them to a 
backing. Choose a color which will 
compliment the child’s room. For a 
true quilt, use a batting between the 
quilt face and backing and quilt the 
three layers together. 
Another way to use the art work is to 
enlarge it, using just a single design 
for the entire quilt. If you don’t have 
time to do a quilt, make eye-catching 
quilted placemats! The* whole family 
will enjoy those artistic gems.

Spare Tree Roots 
If you are going to dig a ditch in your 
yard for sewer lines or drainage pipe, 
spare those tree roots. Horticulturists 
say if you cannot route the trenches 
around the tree, the next best thing is 
to tunnel under it. But if you must pass 
by the side of a tree, cut as few roots as 
possible. When you have to cut them, 
cut cleanly. Paint the cut roots with a 
wound dressing like asphalt-base 
paint. Back fill the trench as soon as 
possible so you don’t leave the roots 
exposed to air. 
But, before you make any elaborate 
attempts to protect the tree, make sure 
ifs not one of those that clog sewers or 
drains. These “ doggers” include 
willows, poplars, maples and elms. 
Flowering Annuals 
One of the easiest ways to have a lot 
of color in your garden this summer is 
to plant flowering annuals. You can 
find an annual to decorate just about 
every nook and cranny in your garden. 
Plant annuals to provide a mass of 
color to brighten the dark foliage of 
background shrubs, or to fill in beds 
until shrubs grow large enough to be 
decorative in their own right. Or you 
can use annuals to overplant the beds 
of spring flowering bulbs after they 
have bloomed. 
Some annuals are best for use as 
bedding plants, grouped to give large 
masses of color in the garden. These 
include 
candytuft, 
china-aster, 
cockscomb, coleus, dahlia, forget-me- 
nots, petunia, pansy, phlox, pink, 
poppy, snapdragon and stock. Some 
annuals make good border plants. Try 
babysbreath, poppy, scarlet sage and 
spider plant. Those best for low edging 
around beds and walks are candytuft, 
nasturtium, pink, and sweet alyssem. 
The tall growing annuals are best as 
quick-growing screens. Use larkspur, 
morningglory, summer cypress and 
sweetpea. And, of course, annuals can 
be used in your home all summer as 
cut flowers. Some are good for drying, 
too, such as strawflower, larkspur, 
cockscomb and babysbreath. 
Grow Your Own 
One way to fight the high cost of food 
is to grow your own vegetables. That 
is, if the weather ever settles so the 
garden can be prepared. 
Some of the crops you can plant now 
are broccoli, brussel sprouts, carrots, 
swiss chard, kale, leaf lettuce, onion 
sets, etc.

Helminthosporium leaf spot - the 
plant disease of the month - is a 
problem of lawns this time of the year. 
Warmer spring weather with abundant 
moisture 
is 
favoring 
Helmin­ 
thosporium leaf spot in turf and it is off 
to a galloping start. 
The off-color areas in the lawn may 
be due 
to 
this 
disease. 
Close 
examination of the turf will show the 
presence of numerous reddish-brown, 
purple or black spots on the leaves. 
Further examination will reveal that 
these spots are close to the base of the 
plant and the leaf sheath as weH as the 
stem is affected. 
As the fungus continues to grow and 
invade the stem tissue, leaves and 
stems shrivel and turn brown. The turf 
area takes on a reddish brown color 
and many plants will be dead or in the 
process of dying. This fungus disease 
will continue to develop, and in late 
May or June the turf area will show 
considerable browning where the 
plants have died, according to R. E. 
Partyka, Extension Plant Pathologist, 
The Ohio State University. 


The disease is most severe on 
common 
Kentucky 
bluegrass. 
However, almost all other species of 
turf can be affected if conditions are 
favorable and the right species of the 
fungus is present, the specialist adds. 
Generally, higher temperatures are 
needed for other species of Helmin­ 
thosporium that attack bentgrasses 
and other bluegrass species of turf. 
There are three species of the fungus 
that are favored by 55-75 degree 
weather during April, May and June 
that attack bluegrasses, fescues and 
ryegrasses. 
Indications are that the fungus was 
active last fall, due to the moist 
weather and mild conditions. A mild 
winter and moist conditions this .spring 
have given it an early start. It will be 
necessary to do something soon this 
spring, otherwise* there may be many 
lirown or dead areas in the* turf later 
this summer, advises Partyka. 
Good lawn management is im­ 
portant. 
This 
means avoid over- 
fertilizing the turf this spring, mow the* 
grass high enough to insure a good fo<xi 
supply to the roots but not so high as to 
result in prolonged moist periods that 
w ill favor fungus 
development. 
Remove the clippings to reduce the 
inoculum or f ungas spore that may fall 
down to the base of the plant. 
In areas where the disease is already 
active, it is necessary to apply a 
fungicide to protect the new growth 
and try to prevent the fungus from 
invading the crown of the plant. Once 
the crown is infected, (fiances are the 
plant will die Spray the turf area now 
with a fungicide at two week intervals 
or until the weather moderates and 
becomes dryer. 
Various fungicides are available 
from garden supply centers to control 
this disease. These include Daconil 
2787, Dyrene and Fore. Others are 
available such as captan, zineb and 
maneb but these materials should la* 
applied at closer intervals for best 
results. Follow the manufacturer’s 
recommendations for rates. These 
materials perform best when .sprayed 
with sufficient force to cover the 
foliage and the crown or base of the

plant. 
Generally, the more water that is 
used, the better the coverage and 
penetration. Be sure to apply the 
fungicide at a time when the spray will 
dry on the plant. Materials applied 
prior to a rain that fail to dry will be 


washed to the base of the plant and into 
the thatch layer. They will be helpful in 
reducing the potential of the disease 
but will not protect the grass blades so 
another application should be applied 
after the rain stops to protect the 
blades and lower stem area.

Resources, said they are baffled by the 
eruptions. 'They appeared to rule out 
leakage from a gas well about three 
miles away, however. 
'Hie area is in the western part of 
Michigan’s Uiwer Peninsula, not far 
from I,ake Michigan. 
County officials said geyser activity 
increased 
Thursday. 
Numerous 
potholes and geysers have appeared in 
the area, honeycombing an area about 
four miles in circumference. 
Families began evacuating before 
sunrise Thursday. 
One large crater — 20 feet across 
and two to three feet deep — cut across 
Michigan 72, forcing police to close a 
15-miIe stretch of the highway. 
'Hie air of the affected area was 
heavy with the gas, observers said, as 
the geysers erupted with sounds much 
bkt* roaring waterfalls. Some of the 
venting gas forced subterranean water 
to spout two to three feet high.

Fingernails of 
newborn babies were found to be use­ 
ful in determining the presence of con­ 
genital defects 
Dr. George Cassady of the Univer­ 
sity of Alabama discovered that the 
amount of nitrogen in the nails indi­ 
cates some types of birth disorders. 
Dr. Cassady says “ the nail trim­ 
mings obtained within two weeks of 
birth can be useful in determining 
early signs of disorders and beginning 
treatment immediately.” 
Such findings emphasize the con­ 
stant need to encourage scientific re­ 
search along the most asoteric paths. 


A novel and interesting approach to 
the problem of migraine headaches 
has just been released by the Men- 
ninger Clinic in Topeka, Kan. Patients 
are taught the methods of using bio­ 
feedback to control brain waves. 
Dr . J . D. Sargent and his co-workers 
found that there is a correlation be­ 
tween the relief from migraine, cluster 
headaches, and an increased blood 
flow in the hands. 
Patients who learned the biofeed­ 
back approach were able to increase 
the flow of blood in the hands and 
thereby elevate the temperature of the 
skin. This can then be responsible for 
the control of the headache.

NEW YORK (AP) — Brace yourself. 
About those rising prices: You’re a lot 
to blame. You might be the victim but 
you’re the oppressor, too — your own 
oppressor. Yes, you the consumer are 
in charge of the economy and doing a 
liad job. 
This may be a debatable economic 
view, but it isn’t a fantasy. It can be 
shown in many ways that what the 
consumer does with his money dictates 
future events and that government and 
business react to it. 
Up to World War II it was just the 
opposite. Business and government 
spending were the big factors in 
directing the economy. Analysts 
ignored the consumer who, it was felt, 
couldn’t do anything but spend if he 
was going to live. 
But now consumers have dis­ 
cretionary spending. They have money 
left over after the essentials. They can 
buy or not buy, save or not save, and do 
so on an enormous scale. Personal 
consumption accounts for nearly 60 
per cent of the gross national product. 
No less a man than George Katona, 
dean of consumer behaviorists, is 
authority for the statement about 
consumer power. 
“ Yes,” he said in answer to a 
question, “ the consumer is in control 
but he is not conscious or aware of it.” 
“ Is he doing a poor job?” 
“ Yes, very poor,” said Katona, but 
he hastened to mention that the con­ 
sumer doesn’t act alone. He makes his 
decisions in accordance with or in 
opposition to government decisions — 
and government shares responsibility. 
“ Wily is the consumer so erratic?" 
Katona was asked. 
“ Erratic? We liad lots of erratic 
economic 
behavior 
before 
discretionary spending," he said, and 
lie listed among 
them 
the deep 
depressions and frequent recessions 
that have marked the country’s 
growth. 
“ On the whole,” he said, "the con­ 
sumer is less erratic than business and 
speculation. There are so many con­ 
sumers compared to businessmen.”

extremes tend to be averaged out, lie 
explained. When business spending

It was during World War II that 
Katona became concerned about 
consumer power.

Studying their attitudes, Katona 
developed the themes that are basic to 
consumer studies today, that con­ 
sumers spend or save not just because 
they have money to do so but because 
of their moods and fears and other 
conditions of mind. 
Many students believe, for example, 
that the consumer has had his fill of 
liigh prices today and will, despite a 
windfall in tax money now being re­ 
turned to him, bank his money rather 
than chase prices to the heavens. 
While the consumer may be calling 
the shots, it is generally agreed that 
what government does has a profound 
effect upon consumer moods and thus 
diminishes the consumer’s power and 
shares in the poor management.

Nixon Blocks 
Shift In Aid 
To Pentagon 


WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Nixon has rejected a Pentagon bid to 
wrest control of U.S. military aid from 
the State Department congressional 
sources say. 
“ The President has overridden the 
decision of Buzhardt, Richardson and 
company and the aid program will 
stay the way it is,” Rep. Paul Findley, 
R-fil., said Thursday. 
He was referring to Pentagon 
general counsel J. Fred Buzhardt and 
Defense Secretary Elliot L. Richard­ 
son. 
The Pentagon proposal surfaced 
earlier this week when Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn., disclosed a letter 
written by Buzhardt to the White 
House Office of Management and 
Budget. 
Buzhardt was quoted as saying the 
shift from State Department control to 
the Pentagon would make U.S. 
military assistance “ less visible since 
it would be spread” through various 
accounts in the defense budget. 
The letter, Humphrey said, also 
stated the changeover would remove 
military aid from an unfriendly Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
Rep. Clement J. ablocki, D-Wis., the 
second ranking Democrat on the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee, 
said he had been told by Secretary of 
Defense Elliot L. Richardson that the 
Pentagon is dropping the proposal. 
Zablocki said he did not know whether 
this decision was made by the White 
House. 
But sources besides Findley said the 
Pentagon was overruled by the White 
House and that Nixon will send 
Congress a foreign aid request early in 
May keeping both m ilitary and 
economic assistance under State 
Department control. 
The President’s budget proposes $1.9 
billion for military aid and $2.2 billion 
for economic aid.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 121st 
Air National Guard Group at Lock­ 
bourne Air Force Base near Columbus, 
Ohio, will get 18 A7D Corsair close-air 
support strike planes to replace 24 
obsolescent F100 fighter-bombers, the 
Air Force announced. 
The Air Force said the changeover, 
being made “ to insure the most ef­ 
ficient use of existing facilities and 
resources to include maximum 
retention of Air National Guard per­ 
sonnel,” will be completed by early 
next year. 
The Pentagon is upgrading the 
weapons and equipment of reserve 
forces because of increased emphasis 
and reliance on them for early 
mobilization in the event of future 
emergencies. 
The A7D has a range of more than 
2,500 miles and can operate at a speed 
of about 700 miles an hour. It carries a 
20 millimeter cannon and air-to- 
ground rockets.

Three years probation was ordered 
by Juvenile Court Judge Guy Cline for 
a 17-year-old Frankfort boy accused of 
illegally entering the property of 
Deercreek Auto Parts to steal.

Welfare Changes 
Get U.S. Backing 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Nixon 
administration has proposed sweeping 
changes in federal welfare rules to 
help states weed out ineligible and 
overpaid recipients. 
The new 
regulations 
announced 
Thursday, cover eligibility, appeals 
hearings and recovery of over­ 
payments. They could save hundreds 
of millions of dollars in the $18 billion- 
a-year welfare system, said Robert It. 
Carleson, a special assistant on 
welfare matters in the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
He said tile initial reaction from 
state welfare administrators has been 
“ overwhelmingly positive.” 
Carleson, Gov. Ronald Reagan’s 
former welfare director, was brought 
to Washington by HEW Secretary 
Caspar W. Weinberger to promote 
California-style 
welfare 
reform 
throughout tile nation. 
When HEW threatened last year to 
withhold nearly $500 million a year in 
federal matching grants to states as a 
jienalty for welfare errors, Carleson 
said, governors complained that many 
of the overpayments were due to 
federal rules which tied their hands. 


HEW later softened the threat, and 
lias given states two years to im­ 
provement management of their 
welfare systems. 
Weinberger disclosed earlier that he 
would attempt to improve welfare 
management through rules changes, 
because Congress did not act the last 
three years on the President’s welfare- 
reform legislation. 
Two key provisions in the proposed 
changes, Carleson said, would allow 
states to make private investigations 
of recipients* eligibility and give states 
a fret* hand to recover payments under 
“ all circumstances.” 
Currently an appbcant’s consent Is 
required before information such as 
income, employment and family size 
can be checked through other sources. 
Also, present regulations allow 
states to recover overpayments only if 
the recipient causes the error, com­ 
mits willful fraud or has sufficient re­ 
sources to pay the money back. 
The only future constraint would 
require states to assure that deduc­ 
tions from welfare checks to recoup 
overpayments do not cause undue 
lordship to the recipient.

COLUMBUS,Ohio (AP) — Certified 
Oil Co., 
headquartered here, an­ 
nounced today it would close 40 of its 
265 gas stations as a result of tin* 
gasoline shortage. 


Dean Walcott, Certified executive 
vicepresident, predicted that tin* price 
of gasoline would tx* 50 cents a gallon 
“ in the next few months” unless tin* 
federal government and courts backed 
down on petroleum industry curbs. 


Walcutt said although rebill prices 
for big oil companies have been frozen, 
wholesale prices have increased seven 
cents per gallon. 


About 200 employes will be layed off 
by the closing of the stations in Ohio, 
Indiana, Pennsylvania, Kentucky and 
West Virginia. 
Saying “ tins is only the beginning,” 
Walcutt warned tliat gasoline prices 
could double in the next year. 
He hinted tliat gasoline rationing 
was a possibility in the United States in 
the next year. 
Walcutt advocated revision in 
emission control standards, additional 
tax incentives for oil companies and 
resumption of the Alaska pipeline to 
ease the gasoline crisis. 
No dealer stations were affected by 
the closings, Walcutt said. Certified is 
an independent oil company.

CINCINNATI (A P) - A tlanta 
Braves centerfielder Dusty Baker had 
just watched Bobby Tolan and Pete 
Rose turn in spectacular fielding plays 
to send his club reeling to its seventh 
straight defeat, 4-2, to the Cincinnati 
Reds Friday night. 
“Man,” lamented Baker, “you gotta 
be strong to go through what we’re 
going through.” 
The Braves had two golden oppor­ 
tunities, but Tolan and Rose thwarted 
them before a record-breaking crowd 
of 42,035. 
Tolan performed first, racing into 
left Centerfield in the sixth inning to 
make a diving, sliding one-handed 
catch of Marty Perez’s bid for an extra 
base hit with two on and two out. 
“The catch of the year,” was what 
Rose called it, who later also saved the 
day. Rose ended the eighth inning also 
with men at first and second, when he 


outran pinchhitter Mike Bum’s high 
drive in the left field corner to make a 
running onehand catch a step before 
crashing into the wall. 


Unlike Tolan, who was hitless, Rose 
did a few other things to contribute to 
the victory. He threw out a runner at 
the plate, singled and scored the Reds 
first run and tripled in the two runs 
that in the end proved the difference. 


Atlanta’s two runs came on Henry 
Aaron’s home run, his fourth of the 
year and the 677th of his career. He 
needs just 37 to tie Babe Ruth’s 
lifetime record of 714. 
The homer was Aaron’s 93rd against 
Cincinnati, more than he’s hit against 
any other team and his seventh off 
winning pitcher Don Gullets 3-1. 
Jack Billingham, 2-0, faces Pat 
Dobson, 1-2, in Saturday afternoon’s 
game.

COPENHAGEN (AP) - 
The National Museum has. 
informed Parliament that it 
will take another 40 years to 
complete the publication of a 
work 
which 
went 
into 
production 40 years ago. 
Queried by Parliament’s 
appropriations 
committee, 
Museum Governor P. V. Glob 
said that by the time the 80- 
year-project titles “ Den­ 
mark’s Churches’’ comes to 
an end in the year 2013 total 
costs will have run to about 
$10 million—at 1973 prices. 
Parliament 
wanted 
a 
progress report after the 
goverrjnent asked $5,000 for 
the project in the new fiscal 
year to supplement budgeted 
contributions from private, 
scie n tific 
foundations 
totalling $64,000. 
Professor Glob said the 
first 40 years produced 15,000 
pages in 25 volumes covering 
the histroy, architecture and 
cultural-artistic aspects of all 
churches in roughly half the 
nation, 
geographically 
speaking. 
The museum governor said 
another 40 years were needed 
for completion of the work 
“ because of ever-increasing 
demands for quality and 
scope in research.” 
Nobody 
suggested 
the 
project, probably the nation’s 
costliest and longest in terms 
of time, should be abandoned. 
But the government told the 
museum to raise the sales 
price per volume by IOO per 
cent. 
This will bring the book 
shop price of the latest 
volume to $80. About 2,000 
copies are printed of each 
volume. 
In 1933, the first volume 
sold at about 50 cents.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Migrating ducks will soon 
have the satisfaction of being 
slain with iron rather than 
with lead shot. The U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service an­ 
nounces it is moving as fast 
as possible to eliminate lead 
shot from ammunition. 
’The idea is to guard against 
lead poisoning which has 
been known for half a century 
to affect waterfowl. Studies 
have shown that soft iron shot 
is about as effective as lead in 
killing birds.
